Here is something that flies in the face of his 
darling “credit system :” a 

« It should’ not be, and cannot be, with safety to 
“the public, any part of the object of banks, to ren- 
«der the currency more abundant by eimissions of 

« paper, than@igpaturally would be, or ought to be, 
“ were no paper employed in circulation. Neither 
“is it any part of the legitimate business of banks, 
% to furnish to merchants or others, capital on which 
“to trade, and any scheme of banking which does 
“ this by way of temporary loans, cannot fail to de. 
“range the currency and injure the public. But 
“our banking system may be charaeterized-as pro- 
“fessedly accomplishing the latter, and necessarily 
“ gecasioning the former of these results.” 

« Bat banks on the present system, by employing 
“ their capital, and to as great an extent as possible 
“ their eredit also, unavoidaby swell the circulation 
“beyond this limit. Every issue of their paper as 
‘a temporary loan of capital, is an excess beyond 
“the natural and ordinary demands of trade. Every 
“ such loan becomes the basis of transactions which 
“render further and greater issues of currency re- 
“ quisite ; and thus a fictitious state of things is in- 
“ troduced, credits are multiplied, and finally busi- 
“ness turns out to have been carried on by means 
“ ofa redundant ct rrency borrowed for the purpose. 
“ This fictitious capital having for a time as much 
“effect on the market as though it were real, and 
“ forming the basis of transactions and of credits, 
“which without it would not exist, causes an in- 
“ creased competition in trade, and a rise of prices ; 
“ but not being sustained upoa any solid foundation, 
“and being liable to be soon recalled by the bank 
“ whence it was issued, the sale of commodities pur- 
“ chased by means of it must be hastevued, at what- 
“ever sacrifice the state of the market may require, 
‘or new loans of a similar character may be effect- 
“ed, or other new debis created on a false credit, 
“orsome other temporary and hazardous arrange- 
“ments restored to, till the bank is secured, the bor- 
“ rower ruined, and his business creditors injured.” 

Now we come to the great humbug that is to be, 
partially shadowed forth in Chap. VI. 

“ Proposed modifications of the Banking System.” 
Our author describes the new humbug for filching 
the earnings of the industrious, thus: 

“The modifications of the banking system to be 
“proposed and recommended for adoption, may be 
: briefly descrived as requiring the capitals of banks 
y to be invested in permanent securities, and their 

credit alone, founded on the known amount and 
“ condition of thi ir capitals, to be employed in the 
F operations of discount to an extent not exceeding 

i @n instance the amount of capital invested.” 

How any honest man, who understands the sys- 
tem, can advocate Banking and Paper Money, I 

W not; bu thist I do know, that thousands of per- 

Sons calling themselves honest and religious too, are 
the warmest supporters of this scheme for 


rophing the useful laborers, but I cherish the hope, 
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that some day, not far distant, the charch, seeing | 
thescrying enormity of the evil, will bring her power. | 
ful phalanx in the field, to support the cause of hon- 
est money, with a zeal equal to that in which she is 
leading on the temperance reform; indeed the sub- 


ject comes directly within her sphere, for this false, | 


demorlazing system of money, from its fluctuating 
nature, and the gambling spirit it creates, leads | 
failures, &c., and these failures and misfortunes are 
a fruitful source of intemperance. But to resume 
the consideration of this Lordly humbug. 

The simple, prominent fact in the above banking 
scheme, that of permitting the issue of paper on the 
security of property, is of itself so dishonest, unequal, 
and aristocratic, that it needs no investigation, and 
would at once be vetoed by a people who understand 
enough of arithmetic to know that 2 and 2 made 4. 
It is quite as atrocious as the present Banking sys- 
tem, and would produce the same effects of * mak. 
ing the rich richer, and the poor poorer.” 

Besides thus placing the destinies of the republic 
in the hands of the wealthy, and bringing the work. 
ing classes in complete bondage to the rich, the 
system would be productive of all the eyils of the 
paper money cheat: in fact the very existence and 
essence of rag money consists of fraud; and it is 
perfectly idle to think of getting rid of the conse. 
quences of its original and all-pery 
any scheme or device of man. 

The great contidence intended to be created in 
paper —s by this system, in holding up the spe- 
cious but delusive idea of ultimate rederaption, is

‘From the constant tendency to an excessive is- 
sue of paper. which sooner or later must be dimi- 
nished, and from the occurrence of periods when 
it may become temporarily redandant without lo- 
sing its character, or the confidence of the public 
‘‘as to its convertibility, it is obvious that the 
‘‘ greater the proportion of convertible paper in err- 
‘culation, the greater will be the fluctations in the 
‘value of the whole currency.”

Now what could hinder an over whelsnitlg redun- 
dance of paper under the paoposed system, avhen all 
the land and other fixed property, as well a all the 
public stocks came tobe represented by bapk notes 
in circulation? it requires no prophet to foresee that | 
the depreciation would soon be as complete as thit 
of the continental rag money. The-+credit of the 
issues might be partially kept ap some time by such 
means as the Banks in Augusta, N. C. recently 
adopted, viz., closing accounts with every man who 
should eali on them for specie, and close their deal- | 
ings with every bank who might dure to aeccommo- 
date the proscribed sinner !! Influence of this despo- | 
tic power, which banks possess, has begn felt in this | 
state; but the paper rascals here havé never dared, | 
so far as I know, openly to perpetrate such an out. | 
rage on the rights of the citizen. 

I close the remarks on this chapter, by quoting a | 
short extract as one of a number of instances, where | 
the author let the aristocratic ‘‘ cat out of the bag.”

Tue Mecnanics’ Bank or Paterson.—We have 

received a communication signed * Fair Play,” in- 
forming us that a good deal of sympathy and com- 
miseration is excited in Paterson, for Dr. Austin 
Sherman, of this city, who is now in jail at that 
place on a charge of defrauding the Bank, on the 
ground that there are other Directors of the Bank 
now at large in Paterson, who deserve more richly 
to suffer the penalty of the law than Sherman.

frauds which must cover the guilty with eternal infa- 
my, and are excusable, for aught the public knows, 
in every thing but this, ‘* that they permitted them- 
selves tobe duped and the community to be robbed 
by fools as well as knaves, by men heretofore as dis- 
tinguished for their natural imbecility and vanity as 
they are now for their hypocricy and knavery.” To 
the communication is appended a note requesting 
us to “ destroy the manuscript” and ‘* let no one see 
it.”
